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.| The treni of Jalenkov's argument was the inevitability of an 
armed conflict between the USA and the Soviet Union. Although 
he did not directly speek of the necessity of a nreventive 

war on the part of the soviet Union, this wes;the eniy' logical 
meaning of all his statements. 
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4, wtalenkov’s main opponent in the discussion was ..olotov,who 
insisted that the USA would never risk starting a war, e6s- 
pecially as Wall Street did not wish to fight, but to trade and 
make money. soviet policy therefore must expioit this unique 
chance offered by the suicidal policy of the american imperia-~ 
lism, The soviet foreign policy must continue to work for 
seonomie cooperation between the capitalist and Communist 
systems. In this manner it must undermine the capitalist 
world from within and shake it from without by employing 
national liberation movements of the oopressed peoples. 
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Although he, too, believed that an armed conflict between 
the woviet Union and the UsA is inevitable, iol tov never~ 
theless insisted that time is working for Communism and, fiven 
a clever foreign policy by :ioscow, this conflict could be rade 
to occur under circumstances advantageous to the soviet Union. 


stalin, who did not side with either .ialenkov or -.olotov, 
called the following imperative: 


a, The woviet Union must always be on the alert against any 
attack by the imperialistic countries on her or one of the 
countries of the people's democracies. 


b. ko situation nust be created from which an armed conflict 
would be the only way out. 


ec. Uvery effort must be made to nurge the Communist move~ 
nent from subversive or treacherous elements to prevent any 
danger from within. 


ad. all efforts must be concentrated on undermining tie plans 
of the war mongers against tre Soviet Unions and promoting every- 
thing in the political, economic, and social fields that may 
aggravate the internal crisis of the canitalistic systen.
